HEI.KNV, AKK., October 15.—At eight 


e'clock yesterday morning the stern- 
wheel steamer Cblckasaw, of the Mem- 
phis & White Elver Packet Une, on bet- 
way up to Memphis, loaded with 1,040 
bales of cotton, caught lire just as she 
was making a landing at the llelena ele- 
vator.
